New York—When the Rev. Acton I 
Oriscom, ti New York scholar, some I 
years ago began a collation of © eof-! 
frey of Monmouth’s famous history 1 
of King Arthur’s time, he wanted 
certain manuscript. 
But this iijanuscript, a thirteenth I 
century Latin teat cf GfDCrey’sj 
•HIstoria Regum BrttUrtnfae.’ was 
a long wty oft. I t was, to^ be ex­ 
plicit, in the library of Lord Harlech, 
un English nobleman, oh his estate i 
pin Shropshire. 
Mr. Oriscom wanted access to th is; 
rare copy of Geoffrey’s writings very 
badly. 
Had it been in less private 
vuults, his wish would have been 
easily gratified. He could have had 
photostatic reproductions made of 
its pages and worked from them, j 
But that was impossible in this 
instance. 
So. there being no other course, 
Oriscom did the obvious. He wrote 
Harlech a letter, identifying him­ 
self, describing his proposed work 
end requesting, the loan of the al­ 


most priceless object. 
It was. he realized, a rather bold 
procedure, and the clergyman was 
not too hopelui when he posted the 
letter in July. 
As 
the 
weeks, 
and 
then 
the 
months, went by without a reply, 
his hopes sank even lower. He was 
no longer thinking of it, in fact, 
when his telephone rang on a De­ 
cember day. 
It was J. P. Morgan calling. 


But when a manuscript in an ob­ 
solete language is to be deciphered, 
the professional translator Is of 
little help. 
A scholar with the 
necessary knowledge must be found 
to do the job. 
That was the situation which 
confronted Oriscom when he turned 
from his Latin collation to the study 
of 
medieval 
Welsh 
manuscript 
chronicle. 


Messenger 
Mr. Morgan had just returned, he 
said. from shooting in Scotland 
with his old friend, Lord Harlech. 
The latter had asked him if he 
knew a clergyman nailed Oriscom. 
Assured of the clergyman's charac­ 
ter, tilt peer had given his manu­ 
script into the keeping of Morgan, 
who brought over the 90 sheets of 
vellum in his coat pocket. 
For the next year the manuscript 
was on deposit in the Morgan li­ 
brary. where Oriscom studied it. 
Thus America’s premier financier 
helped make available for scholars 
an 
otherwise Inaccessible 
manu­ 
script. 
But there was still another 
problem.
